‘Places of Beauty 

Retently we had'the pleasure of taking 
a short trip through the Ottawa Valley 
district and we may say that we were 
greatly impressed with the splendid 
agricultural wealth that we saw. Particu- 

larly is thig true in the Renfrew district. 
The land is well cleared with few stones 
and the farms have a well-kept appear- 
ance that is a pleasure to behold. It is in- 
deed a lovely country. 

However, the part. that impressed us was 
while dri through Renfrew. There we 
saw one of the’ nicest appearing towns 
that we haveever visited. There are wide 
streets with many fine homes and nice 
lawns but the most noticable feature was 
the way that the grounds of the humblest 
homes were kept. Practically without 
exception they had large flower beds, 
around the house and fences, planted with 
petunias. They formed a colorful spectacle 
that was unusual to find in such districts 
which-are always so drab and untidy 
looking. ‘It was’so refreshing to see the 
green grass instead of bare ground, 
flower beds instead of heaps of rubbish 

"and an air of‘pride in the home surround- 
ings that we would like to see in some 
- places in our own city. 

Nearly. forty miles farther on is 
Pembroke and here is one of the three 
most. beautifal gardens in Ontario.’ It is 

known as the Keith Garden and is the 
particular hobby of Dr. and Mrs. M. J. 
Keith. There is a large private garden at 
Owen Sound that is rated as probably 
first along with the R-S. McLaughlin 
formal garden at Oshawa, but the Keith 
Garden is the loveliest that we have seen. 

About twelve years ago, Mrs. Keith 
started her garden on a bank overlooking 
a small river passing through Pembroke. 
Since that time she has done wonders 
with her property. The bank is about 
seventy feet or so above the river which 
forms a curve at the base and op the bank 
is their home and a moderate-sized formal 
garden at one side that is dominated by a 
central floral pie¢e’of canna lilies in full 
bloom. Here, also, is a lily pool with red 
and white lilies and a small rustic building 
that houses‘the guest book which’ visitors 
are asked to sign. At the base of the bank 
extending to the river is a comparatively 
‘narrow lawn with flower beds, handsome, 

_ tall trees and a couple more lily ponds 
crossed by arching stone bridges. The far 

_ Side of the river is a small island, also, 
laid out in a garden and the river banks 
have been laid with limestone masonry set 
at a slant. , 

Dr. and Mrs. Keith employ thirteen 
gardeners to keep this wonder place in 
condition and annually plant about 
twenty-four thousand plants which is no 
small task in itself. The kindly owners 
welcome visitors who are sincerely inter- 
ested in beautiful things. “Pansy Patch” is 
the quaint name given to this garden. 

We have gone into the description of 
this garden mere extensively than we 
expected but we venture to say that not 
more than a handful of people here have 
ever heard of the Keith gardens and will 
be as surprised as we were to find that 
such a place existed so near at hand. Not

10—(CP) — An 
acute farm shortage exists in 
Ontario, Premier Mitchell Hepburn

Belleville is now in the fifteen thousand 
class, according to the federal census 
taken some months ago, the population 
being 15,391, an increase of 1,601 over the 
census figures of 1931. 

This is in part in keeping, with the gen- 
eral development and growth of the 
Dominion and it also grows out of the 
demands of the war effort which brings 
newcomers to the towns and cities for en- 
gagementin war industry, war means 
concentrations of troops in or near cities 
or towns. These two conditions no doubt 
explain the growth of these centres in this 
district. Picton has. grown from 8,680. in 
1981 to 3,885 in 1941. Trenton has the 
large growth of 1,906 from 6,276 to 
8,182. Frankford naturally has a large 
development through the accession of a 
new industry several years ago. Welling- 

ton, affected less by war developments, 
also shows a gain from 966 to 1,050- 

At the present time Belleville popula- 
tion is_undoubtedly at its highest. In the 
late seventies this place became a city and 
some time Jater the population dwindled 
considerably below ten thousand. Then it 
recovered and from 1910 the growth has 
been not rapid but steady with every indi- 
cation of continued growth in keeping with 
the genera] advance of the Province and 
Dominion. 

The nearby city of Kingston has reached 
its highest population in history 29,356, 
as compared with 23,439. To the natural 

_ growth that might be expected there has 
been added the spurt in population 
through war developments. : 

Increase in population is always looked
